THE BURNING OF THE TREASURY.

It is now abou’ three years. since the
destruction by fire of the Treasuzry buil-
ding, with tho greater part of iis contents
Nevzr, peruaps, did a0 serious a pubiic
calamity, in any country, preduce so lit-
tle excilemnent, raise so iiitis cenzure of
the Government.  The (ppusition press,
slow tu censure #x-cjtwhere the eisjust
ground {orit, forb ae accusation, because
they s v noihing in the circumsiances of
the cas= to inculpate the Adininistraiton.
Of neglect « (due care & precaution, tacre
wan sullicient evidence 1n the fact of the
conflagration but eensure for that would
have lalien upon suburdinates, such as
walchmen, &c. slrendy sufficienty nfilic.
ted by the loss of their employment, and
the censure was cither withheld or spar-
ingly bestowed,

Upon a vaguesuspicion of design being
at iire bottoin of this fire, examination in-
to the matier was made by the proper an-
thorities, at the iasisnce of the execetive;
and, after full investigation, nothing ap-
peared o jostily th- belief that the tiie
was nut the result of accident.

Time, however, which is often the only
test of truth o the seuses of mortals, hus
disclused circumstances which leave litile
doubt of this fire having been the work of
a conspiracy of individuals, of whom
some were Hirectly, and others indirectly,
izstrumental in producing the conflagra-
tion. T'lie matier has, we believe, been
some time in the course of investigation:
but, 8s secrecy was imporiant 1o success
in the pursuit of evidcnee und the crimi-
nals, we should have refiained from noti-
ring it even now, were it not that the
Lringing to the city one of the persuns
imp‘icated has been noticed in the Balti-
wore papers.  Such ap individual, arres-
ted in the ciiy of New York,arrived here
on Saturdav, in custody of several peoce

Cana ia, and one or mare others elsewhere.
The evidence must oe in some degree
circumstancial. We havereason to think,
howerer. ihat the whole iniquity will_ be
brough: to light” und jadiciaily ‘establish-
cl. The desire 10 destroy evidenc: in
the public rerords will probably «ppear
to have been the motive of this desperate
actisn. —Nat. Iat. ! -

We trust that it will
meet with the unaninous appribation of
Congress and of the community at large.

~ THE INDIAN WAR.
Estracts of Litters received in Charleston.
From th~ Coarier.

“Near Vorusis, March 25,

“ ] have obly a moment’s time fo in-
form you of a small engsgement which
took place beiweer & portion of our Re-
imeut and a party of lndians, yesterday.
he onler for the troops to cross the ri-.
ver St Johns kad been given early in the
murning, snd {wa cumipanics, commanied
by Captaius Asuny and Frirp, crossed in
i.e morning, nn1 ook post on the side
opposite 1o that which we lately occupi-
ed. A short time after they were autack-

- &

ed by a party of [.dians, carefully eon-

cealed inthebushes and hammocks around

Al the first firing, the Iridh Voluntears, un-.

der Capt Hesey, sod Capt. Himienr's
Company, unmediately erossed, and Col.

Brispaxg, with his S1aff, and several oth- .

ers, followed immediatels afler. When
we landed the firing was very general, and
the fighting was at great disadvantage on
the side of our troops; they were all more

or less exposed, and it was only when the -

Indians furgot their customary caution,
thai our truups werecnabled to fire with
any accuracy.

“The companies of Asusr and Frier
were the only companies fairly engaged
with the Indians. Upon the approach of
the other two comipaairs, the Indians com-
menced. etreating. The fight was coniinu-
ed for sowe sime ata distance. The com-
panies of Capts ALLeN, DEnNy and Par-
KERr, and two U. S.companies, under the
command of Capt. PorTer and Licut. Ir-
wix, were alsocrossed over, and two com-
panies of the v ounted infantry. By these,
the roads were effeciually scoured, and our
troopsthough obliged tosleep on theirarms
yvet passed a guict night. There were ihree
men killed in the engagemedt, atached 10
Capt. Asunv's company, all privates, and
about ten or tuelve wounded of Frier's
all privates. Sergt. Geose, of Friee's
company, received a slight wound.

“Qur troops, those ¢ gaged, as well as
the others, behaved with the great: st bra-
very. althuugh for some time exposcd 1o o
galling fire. nut an inch of yround was
vielded. No satisfactory account of the
killed on the part of the [ndians has been
received--it is supposcd that at leastgix
or eight have been killed---the wounded
they of course carried off. if any.

QOur troops are now crossing the St. John's
and | supposc in the course of ihis day, the
whole I rce wil! have embarked. [ hace on-
ly taken a moment t0 infor:n you of this our
debut, w soinething like a generai engage-
ment.”
